Struggle May Decide Fate of France. 


Losses on Both Sides Fearful. 


Paris, June 23.—The French war of­ 
fice gave out a ataenifcut which reads 
as follows: 
“The bespurt of Dunkirk was bom­ 
barded on Monday night by a piece of 
long range artillery. 
Fourteen shells 
were thrown, and some persons be 
longing to the civil population were 
killed. 
“Belgian troops, at a point to the 
southwest of St. Georges, took pos­ 
session of a German trench, all the 
defenders of which were either killed 
or taken prisoners. 
“ In the sector to the north of Arras 
the enemy, following a bombardment 
of great intensity, attacked at several 
different 
points. 
They were driven 
back ever> where except at a point to 
the southeast of Bouche/, where they 
Were successful iii gaining a footing 
iii a section of a trench. 
“In the region of the 'Labyrinth 
the enemy suffered heavy losses 
A 
German counter attack on 
Monday 
evening directed against the positions 
which we had captured to the east of 
the Quennevieres farm was checked 
bv our Infantry aud artillery fire. The 
enemy made use of bombs containing 
asphyxiating gases. 
•in the Argonne, near the roadway 
running from Binarvllle ho Vieune-le 
Chateau, the situation has undergone 
no change. 
“ in bonailie we have, as a result 
of a fresn atta»k, advanced for 3o> 
yards to the north of our former po 
sitions on the eastern slope of Rellion, 
occupied the ridges to the south of 
Remabots; repulsed easily a counter 
attack which began at Leintry, aud 
stopped another to the southeast of 
Pairoy, and took a number of prison 
era. 
“ In the valley of the Fee bt all our 
gains have been retained and we con 
tinue to make prof refs. 
We 
h a v e 
passed to the north of Metterai. as 
well as to the south of this town. and 
we have furthermore gained ground 
beyond the 
river Anlaswassun. 
in 
the region of Sondernach

took 
some 
prisoners aud captured three 
machine guns.'’ 


Germanic Forcea Are Now Fighting 


the Defendera Tan Miles From the 


Galician Capital. 


Petrograd, June 23.— With the Rub 
Kiana opposing their 
Austro-Gefmah 
antagonists on a line six miles from 
Lemberg, according to the most recent 
information reaching Petrograd, it is 
unofficially considered here that the 
evacuation of the Galician capital can 
not now be avoided without a sac­ 
rifice of men out of proportion to the 
strategic importance of the place. 
The evacuation of Lemberg as a 
base already has been accomplished 
hi good order. The hoapitals and the 
government institutions have been re­ 
moved. The B u r i a n positions before 
the city, consisting of a comprehen­ 
sive system of trenches and entangle­ 
ments, are well calculated to make 
the Victory of the Germanic allies very 
coitly. 
The positions, however, are 
not regarded by Russian military ob 
servers as impregnable on account ot 
the absence of any elevation com 
maudlug the district from which it 
would be possible to employ artillery 
etfet tlvety. 
To the north the Alistro-Germaus
